Washington belived in the saying

Naked or starved 
as they are, we cannot enough admire 
the inomparable patience and 
fidelity of the soldiery that they have 
not ere this excited by their suffer¬ 
ings to general mutiny and desertion 
Early in February, 1778. 4,000 
men were excused from duty , being 
naked and unable to leave their huts 
At the end of the month only 5,000 
effective men could be found in the 
camp. Food supplies continued to 
be gathered from the unwilling 
farmers by force, payment 
made in certificates for the redemp 
tion of which Congress had made no 
provision, whereas those who sue 
ceeded in getting their grain and 
other foods to the British Commis 


In speaking of Valley Forge, a 
noted British officer paid the follow¬ 
ing tribute to the Continental Army 
after its victory. This officer had 
been in Philadelphia while Washing¬ 
ton was at Valley Forge and knew 
what our men were undergoing so 
this made his words even more of a 
compliment.

the Capital of the State of New York. 

Notification has been returned that 
the certificate has been filed, and the 
date of change of the school’s name 
is recorded as of February 14th, 
1933. Thus the second oldest school 
for the deaf in America discards an 
obsolete title to conform with the 
thoughts and tendencies of this era, 
and the new name gives a more right¬ 
ful conception of its purpose—a school 
for the deaf.
